Scarcely 
vany notice has been taken of this by the 
newspapers, although in a way the new 
service may well: prove epoch-making. 
In future it will be possible to’ transmit 
messages across the Atlantic at the rate 
of at least 100 words 5 minute, or foughly 
three times as fast as by ordinary cable.

The.beam system is worked on a short 
wave (about 26 metres) requires only a

Modern factories 
have been springing up almost all over 
China, especially in cities like Shanghai, 
Hankow, OChefoo, Canton and other 
phices, where there is railrgad -or other 
transportation, The factory system has 
attracted a large number of people from 
the farms 4o the’industrial centres, You, 
who understand how difficult it, was for 
I the workers’ in Europe a hundred ‘years 
ago, to adjust themselves .to‘the intraduc- 
"tion of machinery, will té able to under- 
stand the diutoulties of adjustment to day 


_[ia China. Industry can be made a "bless- 


ing to ‘any country if it’ fs run in. the 
proper way, ‘but I.am ‘not sure that in 
dustry has’ been of service to mankind in 
China,” because it has brorght with it 
many of the industrial evil that were 


; found in the: West about #0, years go. 


Tt is encouraging to know that some 
two or three big firms, , notably 
Jardines, have set up a high standard 
for the employment, of child.labour, No 
I children under 12 are employed. and I 
‘sincerely trust that other factories will 
follow the same example. I have visited 
several factories in Hongkong and I 
found no child labour, as they are. not 
allowed to employ children under the age 
of 12, This was done before the Shang- 
hai firms took the same steps.
